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1. The ambition of ZIPPER to emerge as at least the dominant 

faetor in a future GIS ia abundantly documented* The present situa- 
tion is that UPGROWTH has recognised this ambition and has 

instructed hie lieutenant , Dr. GLOBKE, to participate with a repre- 
sentative of AIS in discussions relative to the "how" and the ''when" 
of an eventual transfer of ZIPPER from American to German authority. 
Close cooperation already exists between 2XPPEK and the VS. The 
principal obstacle at 'the moment is the bitter antagonism which exists 
between ZIPPER and the intelligence group in the 

office . 

2. The situation in general can be described as satisfactory. 
Political obstacles remain, but they do not seem impossible of solution. 

3. FOB staff officers:

1. ZIPPER'S Interest and involvement in German remilitarisation 
is a natural outgrowth of two basic faetorst 

a. ZIPPER'S concern that the influential people in the 
top level of a future German any be well disposed towards 
ZIPPER and sympathetic to its desire to emerge as the future 
GIS; and 

b. the presence within the ZIPPER organisation of many 
former officers who have a natural lntereet In German military 
affairs and some of whom will want to find births within the 
future German military setup, some of them outside the G-2 
framework. 

Thus far, ZIPPER has been fortunate in the selection by. of his 

military advisors. With the downfall of the rather anti-ZlPPER 
In the fall of 1950, the positions of influence an the edvieoiy scene 
have been occupied exclusively by men close to ZIPPER, notably Dr. KORN 
and General SFEIDEL, who is a very special connection. A further 
favorable circumstance is the fact that General Adolf KUNTZEN, who 
appears slated to have the final say in personnel oattere, is also' a 
close special connection. 

2. The present situation can be regarded, from the ZIPPER point 
of view, as satisfactory.

1. ZIPPER maintains unofficial liaison with tba intelligence 

services of , and 

intelligence Information ia exchanged with 

and. ‘ . We receive information copies of ZIPPER 1 a contribution 
to these sendees. It has long been a utter of policy, understood 
and agreed to 'fay ZIPPER, that they will keep us informed of their 
eonoeotions with foreign intelligence services and of the nature of 
these connections. We are satisfied that ZIPPER has generally observed 
thie commitment . 

2. We have not yet agreed to the establishment of ZIPPER liaison 
with the British, and ZUTSt has not, to the beet of our knowledge, 
violated this restriction, although, they have consistently and over a 
long period of time pressed us for approval for the establishment of 
aueh liaison, either on our initiative or their*. As a result of recent 
Zlft’ES-UPGROWTH negotiations and as indicated fay recent, 
conversations, it eeema likely that the establishment of ZIPF2R- 
Ualson may soon be deemed advisable .

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1. Definition of the Program 




In general terns, the program encompasses planning for, and - 
eatabllehaent of, an lntelligenoe apparatus in Western Germany whioh 
will toe motivated upon the outbreak of hostilities and vhloh will toe I 
controlled and servioed toy a combined POB/ZIPPfflstaff operating frpm 
a rear base* It further Involves the seleotlon and speoi&l prepara- 
tion of elementa of the existing Soviet Zone operation adaptable for 
post-hostility operations* 

2* flaslo Assumptions 

It la assumed that ZIPPSt, while retaining Its structural 
integrity, will toe almost completely dependent upon the AI8 for all 
types of logistieal and operational support and subject to a imioh 
greater amount of direot oontrol toy the AIS than la now the ease* 
Because of the great advantage ZIPPER holds over other foreign agenoiea 
In working with Germans, it Is assumed that ZIPPER'S primary mission 
la the oolleatlon of Information In Oermany* It is anticipated that 
this effort will expand Into other Oerman speaking areas of Central 
Europe. It Is further assumed that ZIPPER will be integrated Into 
the overall oolleotlon effort and lntelligenoe planning of SHAPE. An 
attempt toy ZIPPER to maintain dose liaison with a Oerman Gover n ment 
in exile is to toe expeoted, 

3* 8peolal Considerations 

Both POB and ZIPPER have agreed that the program most not be 
allowed to dletraot from, or In any way impede current operations. 

This la -expedited toy the existence of a speoial ZIPPER staff whose sole 
responsibility is the Project. The need for maximum operational 
eeourlty is realised by all. This is being aohleved by the Isolation 
and insulation of the project from all other current operations, by 
restricting the number of POB/ZIPPER staff members engaged in the 
Projeot and by stressing the need for maximum security in the recruit- 
ment end training of agent personnel. Because of the limited human 
and financial resources, it has bean necessary toaaelgn priorities 
within the Projeot itself. Finally, and different from most other 
ZIPPSt activities is the true joint POR/ZIPPER nature of the Projeot. 
Thus it has been possible from the beginning of this major ZIPPER 
operation for POB to exert an overall influence, direction and opera- 
tional oontrol which is highly desirable, and which has been much 
more difficult to develop with other older ZIPPER components. 

h. Phases of the Pro.1eot 



Following are the various phases of the Project listed roughly 
la the order of the priority assigned to them 
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(1) Establishment of dormant Yt/T stay-behind networks ini Weston 
• - ' Germany (see also Coamo Review). 

.. (2) Examination and analysis of current ZIPPER Soviet Zone opera* 
tlons for the purpose of selecting the most productive and 
stoyable elements for post^hostllities use. Preparations for 
tying these portions- into dormant oonommioation channels which 
will be activated upon the outbreak of war. 

(3) Heutral burials of radio equipment and other supplies (see also 
Comao Review). 



(It) Establishment of a radio base station in OSMOSIS (see also 
Congo Review). 

($) Survey of the logistical problems incidental to tbs operation 
of the rear operations bass and continuation of the intelligence 
effort following displacement. 



(6) Procurement of maps, factory plans, charts and other technical 
aids for use at tbs rear base In the immediate post-hostilities 
period. 

(7) The reoruitment of qualified individuals Who will be given pre- 
liminary training and then evacuated in case of hostilities for 
later commitment on special missions or to broaden coverage. 

(8) Accumulation of selected operational assets including safe house 
and letter drops and the selection of suitable air-drop and sea- 
landing areas in Western Germany.

Pay and travel regulations have been standard zed throughout the organ* 
ixation, effective 1 July 1951# to provide permanent staff employees of ZIPPER 
with equal benefits consistent with those received by employees of the Federal 
Republic at Boon. Although they are at minor variance with agency regulations 
they are, acceptable for oubeidy type financing. 1 

A detailed monthly financial statement , prepared by ZIPPER and subject 
to spot check and audit at FOB, is forwarded to headquarters for its 'Opera- 
tional value to FD& and also as documentary evidence in support of our FOB 
accounting with headquarters for DIFFER project funds required by the subsidy 
committee* the originals of these statements, together with all individual ! 
receipts, etc*, remain at PQB for analysis and operational study by POB case] 
officers. It should be noted that these records have been particularly use* 
ful in analysing ZIFP5R activities in the field of "Special Connections' 4 .

1. Tbs numerical designation 331 is assigned by ZIPPER to the ZIPPER 

operational aids, or documentation, ahop. Qonsistlng of twelve persons in- 
eluding a chief and all appropriate documentation technicians (such as photo 
expert, photo technicians, artiste, printers, etoher), 331 is set up in a 
reasonably couplets shop looated within a physically eaoure end sound build- 
ing in Nikolaus Compound at Pullach. J 

2. The chief of 331, Hr. SAAIBERO, initiates EEX'e based partly upon 
requir saints received froa TAD but largely upon documentation requirements 
of ZIPPER operations* These EE I' a are forwarded through the ZIPPER oper- 
ational agenoiee, ultimately reaching individual agents. In return, all 
documentation or document intelligence colleeted by ZIPPER operations. is 
funnelled to 331 for evaluation and exploitation. On the baeie of completed 
evaluations, 331 prepares regular documentation bulletins by country, ‘.and 
these are routed to TAD. 

3. Within 331 is performed all neeeeeary photo work, artistic copy 
work, printing and binding of reproductions, as well ae final numberlrit and 
filling-out. Many of 331* • supplies are obtained through direat connections 
on the German market* Certain eaohet work is done in. a commercial shop 
partially controlled by 331. TAD supplies much paper and cover stock, par- 
ticularly speolsl watermarked papers, all Secret Writing materials,- and some 
photographic supplies to 331. TAD and 331 regularly exchange sample original 
and duplicate documentation for study and lllee. 331 forwards to TAD two 
copies of all documents reproduced by 331, and sample Impressions of all . 
cachets produced by 331. 

4. The actual documentation production of 331 is considerable, pro- 
bably comparing favorably wltb that of TAD. The quality of 331 reproduction 
work is excellent, as witnessed by increasing e agerne ss of TAD and QAQ to 
accept 331 reproductions for operational use by ^K* As an example,’ TAD 
recently described 331' e new version of the Bast Osman Personals uswe Is ae 
the beet yet made, and this doc urns nt has been previously duplicated both by 
TAD end OAO. According to TAD, 331 documentation files are excellent* Based 
upon observable experience, the committment of ZIPPER agents with 331-pro- 
duosd reproductions has had quite acceptable results, particularly in the 
Soviet Zone of Germany. The careful 331 planning and. recording of details 
which goes into the assignment of cover story and any specific documentation 
given to an agent ie noteworthy. 

$. The total cost of 331 is $ 2,000 per month, which sum is, of oouree, 
included within the overall cost of ZIPPER. * , 

6. One of the most oooperetive sections of ZIPPER, 331 consistently 
urges upon us a oloser liaison with TAD than the relatively oloee one which 
presently funotions. In the opinion of FOB, headquarters ought to oonslder 
seriously according 331 oomplete access to TAD documentation files. If TAD 
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should bo moved to the tfunlch vicinity, POB believed that a partial 331-TAD 
amalgamation could be pulled off which would be mutually beneficial,, and 
which would have the highly desirable result' of bringing an. important 2IPPK& 
technical section under close American supervision. If soma step in this - 
diraotion is not taken soon, POB fears 331 may be among the first ZIPFEB as- 
sets to be lost by transfer to a German governmental agency. In the : ab- 
sence of the close collaboration which 331 desires, POB has attempted to 
mainta in 331* a pro-American attitude by Inclusion of Hr. SAALBERG In the^D 
program. During his trip to the OS, SAALBKRO will be shown American } 
commercial documentation facilities, but the chief attempt will be to allow- 
him to expound to his heart's content hie thesis concerning the importance . 
o^rganlslng a Western IS pool of documentation intelligence to appropriate 
documentation representatives.

1. Operation "Garbage" is the name given by ZIPPER to the eys- 
. tenatlo eolleetlo n of o riginal Russian documents by say soured sad 

fTon any places ZIPPER has about 15 regular souroes oolleetlng these; 
documents and about $0 souroas who have oooasloaal looses to snob ;v 
material. The doouaeats are ooHectad from places In or near Soviet 
installations in Germany sad Austria, salnly from garbage <hn^,: 'fur-' 
asses, wastepaper baskets, toilets, Soviet trains. For example,* 
agent V-11213 of ZIPPER Project 73 in Vienna hired two charwomen at 
1000 Schillings each a month to furnish him with all the paper* they 
find while cleaning the trains arriving from the USSR. The or iginal 
material is oar® fully screened by ZIPPER for its intelligence veluej 
and say stamps, signatures, etc, are forwarded to TAD for reproduc- 
tion. The remainder of the material is then filed away. 

2. It ocouxTod to us that some of this material might hove 
considerable propaganda value since it frequently describes intimate 
details of everyd ay life in the Soviet Union. Most of the material, 
consists of correspondence (practically unaansared) between me mbe rs 
of the Soviet occupation foroes in Germany and Austria, and relatives 
and friends in the USSR. Two batches of these dooumente were for- 
warded to Washington, and wa are expeoting their assessment in the 

_* near future. 



3. It is difficult to give e cost estimate of this operation 
because, with the eueptlon of the example mentioned above, every 
ZIPPER agent is instructed to ooUeet whatever original material he 
can obtain in the course of his specific intelligence activity.

The object of this project is to screen the correspondence 
exchanged between demon scientists in the USSR end their relatives 
cad friends in Germany* The correspondence mainly reveals the names 
of other soientlsta In the 03SB, their locations, and the type of 
work they perform, all of vhloh la rated highly valuable intelligence 
information. However, the ultimate objeetive of thle project is to 
induce ore or more of these soientlste to correspond in secret code 
with their correspondents in Oermany In order to answer speoifie 
questions prepared hr ZIPPER technical experts. Several attempts 
have been made in this respeot but all to no avail so far. At the 
and of last year some 1000 German technicians returned to Oernanar 
ITom the USSR, and every intelligence agency in Germany, including 
ZIPPER, started to pounce on these people to debrief them. This 
caused a great d eal of fr iction between ZIPPER on the one hand and 
the American and flUBB agencies on the other. It was therefore 
decided to coordinate the ZIPPER effor ts with H IS who in turn are 
coordinating their activities with the It Is believed that 

a satisfactory c ompr o m ise can be reached. The projeot is in charge 
of a new ZIPPER staff member by the alias of DORBACH who controls the 
projeot leader 21*73 alias BALLING. Three former aeronautical experts, 
12 230, 12 267, 12 27k, screen the correspondence of about 20 corres- 
pondents in Germany and arrange the interrogations with returnees. 

The cost of this projeot amounts to about DM $000 a month.

This projeot concerns oat am, 11 213, a Polish Ukrainian, who 
was drafted Into the Red Army in 19ljl* and released in 191*6 in Budapest 
with orders to return to Poland. Instead of returning, 11 213 ease to 
Vienna, share he first lived on the blaok market and was recruited by ! 
ZIPPER late in 1?U9. His specific task is to attempt to defeot Soviet 
occupation personnel in Austria. 11 213 uses the following technique j 
for approaching Russians in Vienna. Be regularly cases tbs Vienna 
railroad stations where Russians usually arrive from the Soviet Zone. . 




11 213 accosts likely candidates end offers some pornographic pictures 
for sale, at the same time suggesting that be could also procure a 1 
girl for him. To this end 11 213 recruited an Austrian girl, des- 
cribed as "neither a saint nor a prostitute", who is willing to take 
Russians to her dicoreet apartment* Usually 11 213 accompanies the 
pair pretending to be the girl's brother and while the Russian. is in 
a state of undress, 11 213 cither photographs his papers or simply 
steals them. Thus about six weeks ago 11 213 procured a soldier's 
"S&dbuoh" (identity book) which was turned over to TAD, and for which 
11 213 received a bonus of $150 in US currency. 11 213 Intends to 1 
recruit 2 or 3 additional girls for similar operations at other places 
in Vienna where Russians congregate. ZIPPER has not yet been able to! 
find a suitable representative in Vienna who could control 11 213 and! 
teach him the rudiments of security. Meanwhile 11 260 and 11 126 of • 
General Agency C have to make frequent trips to Vienna to keep; 11 213 
out of trouble. The cost of this project amounts to about 36,000 
Austrian Schillings a month.

Project 1SU involves a penetration into Hew Poland and oonaiete 
of three separate phases. 

Phase X la the collection bf data about military and railroad 
traffio fey T-U 731, a German railroad employee in Kasatrin-Siets, 
who aots also as Interpreter for Poles and Russians at the Rosstrln 1 
SB station,, and is allowed to arose tbs Polish-German border at; will* 
He has regulsrly supplied reports about military movements and: or- 
dinary railroad truffle thru this station. Hie reports, whiohhave 
been found accurate and of value, are brought to Berlin by V-ll 732 , 
his wife) it is planned, however, to send then vie a letter-drop 
in BerOin-Ost in the event travel between Kuestrin and Berlin should 
beoome curtailed. V-ll 732 la receiving training as a radio operator 
in Beilin, and has already been on a teat oircuit with ZIPPER head- 
quarters. It is planned to use her as e warning and stay-behind 
agent In esse of emergency; she will also transmit especially im- 
portant transportation reports from V-ll 731 by radio to ths Berlin 
station. 

Phaae II is a border crossing action. d-$l is a Osman profes- 
sion#" HSESnun on the tidal waters of ths Odar. His brother, who 
is also a fisherman, has a bouse located near Kieta, about 100 maters 
from the tidal waters j no other habitation lies between ths house 
and the river, d-$l and his brother own an eight meter long fiat 
fishing boat, which d~5l uses for ferrying agents across the river. 

His first assignment, ths guiding of V-U 192 onto Polish soil^ was 
carried out successfully in September 1950. 

Phase IH la the establishment of e courier line from Eueatrin 
to Berlin by way of ths British Zone. This .line, which is meant as 
an alternate oomnnieatlon line for V-U 731 is still in the develop- 
mental stage. It leads from Eueatrin to letter-drops in tfarsn- 
Hathsnow-Thale. Tbs mail is carried from bare by courier into the 
British Zona, end is then forwarded to s o error address in Berlin 
through ths regular postal channels.

1. ZXFFER's relationship to the German Kllitarjr Mission In 
Syria l a now clos er than It baa ever been before, and the Syrian 
Desk of hoe indicated ita interest in making the exploita- 

tion of this group a long-range, Joint GXS-AXS project. No intelli- 
gence operations are now being conducted, and we have expreaeed our 
agreement with the ZIPPfS contention that the main initial problem , 
la to see the German Military Mission in Syria firmly established 
in a position of confidence with the. Syrian Government, Our only 
objecti ve at the moment is to establish a sure means of communication 
between JflHHH and the Oerman Military Mission, and the German 
Military Mission and ZIPPER. The offioe of the MA in Damascus main- 
tains contact with the German Military Mission, which the Syrian Desk 
does not consider secure and which will not be exploited in the 
communications system which we hope to establish.

Processing end dissemination of the ZIPPER Cl/OB end political 
reports presents a special problem to POB. Because these fields of in* . 
talligenee are rather closely related and often of Interest only to 
select customers, end because ZXPPffits treatment of then is still In* 
fluencod to a considerable extent by old Goman Intelligence Service 
concepts, FOB processes these reports separately from the regular 
ZIPPBR positive production.

As aeonditloo for the; ful- 
flUment of these various requests and under the guise of "routine ' 
administration", the Operations Office has been able to omasa over tho 
paat year a considerable amount of Information on ZIPP31 staff and agent 
personnel operating outside of the Iran Curtain. This information is 
recorded for the FOB Card File and^is also forwarded on a monthly or 
bi-monthly basis to CQS/FBH. The Operations Of flee has boss' assisted 
in this particular CE approach to ZIPPER by a compartnentaUzaHon of - 
ZIPPER Headquarters. The ZIPPER personnel office which provides docu- 
mentation and travel for all ZIPPER personnel .is an independent office . 
separate from other ZIPPER operations offices and has its own ohannela . 
to the field agencies as well .-as' its own card files. Brperienoe hS6 
proven that an approsoh to the Personnel Of flee on' ZIPPER personnel is 
- usually more successful and arouses less suspicion' than an approach to 
an operations office. Furthermore, the. Personnel Office apparently does 
not coordinate with other ZIPPER offices.

Another possibility is the exploitation of our Inside know- 
ledge to establish CIS coverage, on selected addresses and telephones. 
This we have done, only on an exceptional basis, because of the mag-

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1. This ease cons eras the clarlfloatlon of a source of GY H 
(BV 80) vho has been supplying what are believed to be fabricated . 
reports on a clandestine Communist resistance movement In the Ruhr 
area known as WG Ruhr (Vlederstands Gruppe Ruhr). The reports indi- 
cate the existence of a very aotlve resistance movement with W/T,; 
Volkepolisei and sabotage unite. The reports have not been confirmed 
by any other sources and their nature is such as to arouse strong 
suspicions concerning their genuineness. 



2. ' The source of the reports is a miner In the Ruhr area vho 
was recruited by a prominent CPU functionary of Gelsenkirchen who In 
turn is a contact of GV H. The miner claims to be serving the re- 
sistance group as a courier, and when be has the opportunity he makes 
copies of the documents which he carries and passes them to the CDU 
■ functionary. 



3. Similar reports which reached A IS channels in the Mannheim 
area in February lSi»9 subsequently proved to be fabrications when their 
source was subjected to carriage. Other reports also reached AlS 
channels through Belgium) these reports wore not only strikingly , 
similar to the WG Ruhr reports but almost certainly came from tne 
same source.

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1. The principal personality in this operation is a 32-year 
old Hungarian of Gernaa descent who served as a pilot in Use German 
Air Force ip the last ear, was a’ business nan 1ft Hungary for a tine 
after the var, and finally la January 19li9 ease to Austria where he 
was recruited by 07 A as an agent and sent back to Hungary in 
February 19k9. When he applied for acceptance into the Hungarian 
A my, ADLER was p r om pt ly recruited by the Katpol for on Intelligence 
mission against the West, which involved collecting OB on the U.S. 
Forces and, as a long-range goal, enlisting in the new Oensan Any 
when organised. Upon returning to Salzburg In April 1950, ADLIB’ . 
reported Inoediately to the GV A case officer who' bad dispatched'' 
him cn hie original nlsslon to Hungary, and the d/a play was started 
with ADLtR settled in .Heidelberg and dlreotcd by itho GV A (now UV M) 
case officer in Salzburg. 



2. ADLER'S training by HIS extended over the period from late 
September 19U9 to early April 1950 and included W/T training. 
Communications between ADLER and the Katpcl are maintained by pre- 
arranged code in brief poet cord messages, secret Inks and meetings 
with Katpol couriers in Munich. The Katpcl has expressed its In- 
tention of equipping ADL& with a W/T set; however, this has not 
as yet been done. The principal short-range asset offered by this 
cose Is the possibility of monitoring W/T communications between 
the Katpol and ASLSl in event the latter is supplied with a v/T > 
set. Aside from that, a certain amount of information on HIS target 
interests in Western Germany and HIS personalities (particularly 
couriers) can be expected. As for long range considerations, there

This organisation, known as "Organisation Uefaergsngsanweleung", 
is under the direct oontrol of a apodal functionary on the SBD Central 
Gomlttee, and, at the present ties, appears to be oonoemlng Itself 
primarily with illegal traffic In personnel and propaganda literature 
aoross the border between the Soviet Zone and tfeetem Germany. Its 
Western Osman headquarters la In Dueeeeldorf. there have -been Indi- 
cations that higher ranking functionaries in the organisation regard 
It as tin basis for the Illegal Oonnualst apparatus which is to go 
into notion In Western Germany in event the KPD is outlawed. Accord- 
ing to one report the organlaatlon headquarters In Dueaseldorf serve's 
also as a olearlng station far eourler wall, presumably originating 
in the Soviet Zone of Oemany, and destined for snob places as 
Amsterdam, Paris and Ghent. 

2. ZIPPER'S penetration of "Organisation Oobergangsanwei sung 0 
dated from the time the organisation was first established in .Bavaria 
in Ootober 1950 and was effected through a ZIPPER agent who had suo- 
oeeded In penetrating the KPD in Ooburg. This agent has been assigned 
the code designation "Traverse" by ZIPPER | be is approximately 31 years 
of age and Is an ethnic German from the Baltic. ■ Be is described as ' 
being well educated and unusually clever. These qualities have en- 
abled him, despite his strong antl-Consmmlst sentiment, to win the 
favor of high-ranking KPD functionaries in Bavaria as well as of lead- 
ing figures In the illegal organisation itself. At the present time' 
•Traverse" Is responsible for organising and dlreoting ell of the 
Illegal border traffic in the area of Coburg j however, there are good 
prospects that he will be promoted to a higher post in the. near future. 

3. Fbagaantary parte of the reports submitted by "Traverse" on 
"Organisation Usher gangs anweisung" were confirmed by reports from, 
polios sources In the area of Ooburg) however, more.oomplete confirma- 
tion was recently obtained a a the result of the recruitment by GV t 
of another source In the organisation.

Baden/Wien reports consisted primarily of supposedly fairly high level 
information on the HOB In Austria as well as on the Central Committee 
of the RPOe, The source was quite obaoure and the channel through j 
which the reports reached ZIPPER was devious. Finally, before the • 
ease was dropped completely, It was learaod that one of the principal 
sources had been dead for more than a year. The oaae was never solved.

1. A ZIPPER subsidiary which dea&nded special attention from the 
FOB staff tor eose tine was the organisation of 3itolai*fiARA!iCVsn , 
eenotlmae referred to aa Organisation F. BARAHOVSKX, alee referred to 

as Frits, la a well-known Russian Monarchist in Munloh who has specialised 
in oolleotlag ci/cs infomatlon from anon® Russian csaigre circles in ’ 
vrcatorn EUropa. In addition, Frits also developed other source® a a 
opportunities for aueh presented theme elves. 

2. Frits’s position, with respect to ZIFPfcR, was somewhat unique 

in that ho received very little operational guldsnco or control. Aside 
free furnishing none traces to 21PP& upon request, it was simply a matter 
of ZLPPSE fureiablng Frits with certain monthly suns of nancy and, in ! 
return, receiving whatever Frits was able to produce in the way of reports. 
ZIPPSR was not furnished with personality Identities or operational details 
except in rare and very special oases. ! 

3/ Frits has frequently been denounced as an intelligence fabricator, 
f which however, is not too surprising In view of the foot thate lander com- 1 
' , paigns are frequent occurrences In Russian emigre circles, no eonereto 
i proof that he ever fabricated Intelligence hinaelf or wittingly passed 
Csuch material has ever boon obtained. 

It. One c f EARANOVSXX'e oases which drew widespread, attention and • 
which was running in early 19b? and X9$0 was tha so-called Baden/Wten 
Casa which allegedly involved penetration of an MOB network with head- 
quarters In Baden near Vienna. This penetration ostensibly was effected 
through the secretary of the chief of the net who furnish ed cart on copies 
of all reports which she typed) these reports reached BARA80VEKX allegedly 
through a devious courier channel. The reports appeared suspicious from 
the beginning and, after some tlao, it was learned that the person who had 
been named as chief of tha not had been daad for acne tine. The ease was 
finally dropped without being clarified. At present ZIPP® Is receiving 
material from a Vienna source which bears a striking similarity to .the 
Baden. '"Wien materiel. It is hoped that clarification of this new ease 
(Kufstdn) will abed acme light on the old Baden/Wen Case, ZIPPER is of 
/ the opinion that if the material in the latter oess was fabricated, which 
/ appears highly probable. , ftrltt was not the fabricator nor was ho aware 
/ that the material was fabricated. In general, FOB is in accord with this' 

I view. Quite obviously the basic faults can be traced back to the concept 
1 of operational free-wheeling which characterised the ZIPFEK-IE EBOOK 
relationship prior to «Ld-19lt9 and which, in turn, was reflected In -even 
greater measure in the ZIPPER-Frits relationship.

5. Aside from reasons of lack of operational control, the ZIFF SR- 
Frits relationship was never a healthy one. Naturally enough, Frits, a 
Rue elan emigre, was not happy with working for a German organisation. 
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POB established direct contact with Fritz in Late 1950 for. ' 
of extracting Iron him the identities of the members of hi s organ!* ati!on , 
obtaining whatever clarification possible of the Baden/Vien eource.end 
determining Fritz's possible fntnre value to AIS. In this relationship . , 
Fritz was given the impression that AIS was investigating the practicability 
of a direot Frita-AIS relationship, a prerequisite for vhloh would be com-* 
piste clarification of Fritz ' s organization to the eatlsf motion of AIS. . J 
Fritz supplied extensive data on hie personnel and, in the opinion' of FOB}', 
told what -he knew about the Baden/vieu case. In the meantime ZIPP IR had 
naiia preparations to sever connections with Fritz. 



6. On the basis of his wide connections in all sections of the Russian' 
emigration end his extensive knowledge of activities and personalities in 
those circles, which in turn le supported by his fU.es 'contai n i ng approxif 
mately 20,000 carded names, POB is of the opinion that, if properly handled, 
Fritz oould be a definite asset to the AIS Cl/CS effort in Western Genaan^. 
Granted that there may be some reason for misgivings concerning his Integrity, 
these suspicions still remain to be substantiated. Moreover, it must be ad- 
mitted that if intelligence operations were conducted only through Individuals 
of impeccable charaoter, production would virtually be nil. I 



7. POB believes that Fritz could be run most appropriately by MOB 
who undoubtedly would benefit most from his 01/ CE production on 
the Russian emigration. At the time Fritz was being dropped from the 
ZIPPER payroll POB approached him (on the recommendation of FBK) with an- « 
offer to oontinue to support his organization at the rate of DM 9000 per 
month (the sum he received from ZIPPER.) until a more permanent working 
arrangement with AIS -could be concluded (i.e., until MOB oould take over). ( 
Although emphasising that he was still definitely interested in working for 
AIS, Fritz refused to accept this type of support stating that he would !
